K should however be emphasized that, since ail parts of the international application (claims, S 

description and drawings) may be amended during the international preliminary examination procedure, there is usually ■ ~ 

no need to Re amendments of the claims under Article 19 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be published III 
for the purposes of provisional protection or has another reason for amending the claims before international pbulicalion.

What parts of the International application may be amended? 

Under Article 19, only the claims may be amended. 

During the international phase, the claims may also be amended (or further amended) under Article 34 before 
the International Preliminary Examining Authority. The description and drawings may only be amended under 
Artide 34 before the International Examining Authority. 

Upon entry into the national phase, all parts of the international application may be amended under Article 28 
or, where applicable, Article 41. 



Within 2 months from the date of transmittal of the international search report or 16 months from the priorty 
date, whichever time limit expires later. It should be noted, however, that the amendments wtfl be considered 
as having been received on time if they are received by the International Bureau after the expiration of the 
applicable time EmS but before the completion of the technical preparations for international publication 
(Rule 46.1). 



Where not to fUe the amendments? 

The amendments may only be fled with the International Bureau and not with the receiving Office or the 
International Searching Authority (Rule 46.2).

tt must be brief, not exceeding 500 words if in English or if translated into EngEsh. 

It should not be confused with and does not replace the letter indicating the effrerences between the daims 
as filed and as amended. It must be Red on a separate sheet and must be identified as such by a heading 
preferably by using the words "Statement under Article 19(1).* 

It may not contain any disparaging comments on the international search report or the relevance of citations 
contained in that report. Reference to citations, relevant to a given daim, contained in the international search 
report may be made only in connection wdh an amendment of that daim.
